Saigon Launches

SAIGON (AP) - The South 
Vietnamese gov ernment today 
launched its firi^ attempt to re­ 
capture Quang Tri Prov ince. 
More than 10,000 marines and 
paratroopers crossed the My 
Chanh riv er along a 10-mile 
front stretching from the South 
China Sea to the jungled foot­ 
hills west of Highway 1. 


U.S. B5 2 bombers dropped 
some 1,35 0 tons of ex plosiv es to 
open the way for the push. 
Tanks, artillery , U.S. gunfire 
from ships offshore and Ameri­ 
can fighter-born bers supported 
the adv ancing troops. 
There were no immediate re­ 
ports on the ex tent of North 
Vietnamese resistance or of 


casualties. 
Since the North Vietnamese 
completed their conquest of 
Quang Tri, South Vietnam’s 
northernmost prov ince, on May 
1, the South Vietnamese hav e 
made a number of in-and-out 
sweeps into the Communist- 
held territory along the coast.

Canadians hav e won four 
times. 
The huge drum from which today ’s winning tickets were 
drawn contained 4 ,4 25 ,98 8 tickets sold all ov er the world 
for the benefit of Irish hospitals. 
The sweepstake is run Saturday at Curragh, 30 m iles 
outside Dublin. 
All winning tickets ex cept Radikopf’s drew horses 
running in the Derby . Holders of tickets on the winner of 
the Derby will each receiv e $130,000. Second prize winners 
will get $5 2,000. The third-placed horse wUl bring ticket 
holders $26 ,000. 
Fifteen tickets are drawn on each of 51 horses originally 
entered few the Derby . But only 15 are scheduled as still 
running in the race ov er the U^-mile course. 
Ev ery one drawing tickets for one of the 51 horses are 
sw eep^ake winners in som e catagory . 
There are additional cash prizes not dependent upon the 
race.

today , but would spend sev eral 
more day s in the hospital. 
Munn, 6 3, has been recuper­ 
ating at home for the past sev ­ 
eral 
weeks. 
He 
spent 
two 
months in the hospital after 
being stricken last fall and was 
mov ed to a nursing home in 
J anuary . Earlier this spring, 
he went home.

Last week in a 6-2 decisio n, with o ne 
justice abstaining, the Supreme Co urt 
held the do o r o pen to co rpo ratio ns and 
labo r unio ns financing candidates fo r 
federal o ffice. 
The case came up in St, Lo uis in a 
crim inal 
pro secutio n 
against 
the 
Pipefitters Lo cal 582. Between 19 63 and 
19 68 the fo reman in the 1,200-member 
Lo cal sy stematically co llected $1 millio n 
fo r po litical purpo ses. One o f its co n­ 
tributio ns was a $60,000 do natio n to 
Ly ndo n J o hnso n’s 19 64 campaign after he 
had co mmuted 
a 
six -y ear ex to rtio n 
sentence fo r Law’rence Callanan, the 
L o cal’s president. The co m m utatio n 
serv ed little purpo se since Callanan died 
in the co urse o f an appeal to ex punge the 
co nv ictio n itself. 
A federal district co urt jury fo und the 
Lo cal guilty . The appellate co urt upheld 
the co nv ictio n because the reco rd sho wed 
the men co ntributed in the belief their 
jo bs depended upo n so do ing. 
The Supreme Co urt sent the case back 
fo r a new trial. 
The majo rity said that the federal 
statutes regulating po litical co ntributio ns 
do no t require, as co ntended by the 
J ustice Department, that unio ns and 
co rpo ratio ns must div est themselv es o f 


any co ntro l o v er slush funds raised 
thro ugh their effo rts. 
The o nly bar, as the majo rity interprets 
the legislatio n no w o n the bo o ks, is 
o utright pressure o n squeezing a co n­ 
tributio n fro m so mebo dy who do es no t 
want to part with the mo ney but is afraid 
no t to let go o f it. 


The statutes under co nsideratio n were 
the Taft-Hartley Act o f 19 47 and the 
Federal Electio ns Campaign Act o f 19 7 1 
which presumably were drafted with the 
tho ught in banning so me o f the feistier 
metho ds o f filling a war chest. 


The majo rity o pinio n nullifies that 
purpo se by raising a distinctio n witho ut a' 
difference. 
Ho w much freedo m o f cho ice ex ists in a 
subo rdinate’s mind when the co mpany 
bo ss o r the unio n’s chieftain say s to him, 
“ Yo u want to help do n’t y o u?” 
Co ngress do es hav e a way o f writing 
lo v e letters in the sand when it co mes to 
the electio n pro cess, and in a technical 
sense the Co urt’s majo rity co uld be 
shedding light o n what is no t clearly 
ex pressed. 
No netheless, the decisio n is a setback to 
elim inating o r co ntro lling dangero us 
pressure influence. 


Califo rnia Go v . Ro nald Reagan’s ad­ 
ministratio n is initiating a “ wo rkfare “ 
pro gram designed to put able-bo died 
welfare recipients to wo rk. Oppo nents 
claim it is o ff to a slo w start. But that all 
depends o n perspectiv e. 
The pro gram is described by Reagan 
aides as the first o f its kind in the natio n, 
and they ho pe it will beco me a mo del fo r 
o ther states. Ev entually , the plan is in­ 
tended to beco me effectiv e in 35 o f 
Califo rnia’s 58 co unties. The first test last 
week was either a flo p, o r a big success, 
depending o n ho w' o ne lo o ks at it. 
No bo dy kno ws fo r sure why o nly 23 able- 
bo died welfare recipients sho wed up fo r 
wo rk and jo b training assignments the 
first two day s when the pro ject w'as im ­ 
plemented in Ventura co unty . Sev enty - 
fo ur had been summo ned. 
One legal aide atto rney deno unced the 
pro gram as “ slav e labo r.” The no -sho w's 
pro v ed, he said, the pro gram is a failure. 
But an aide to Reagan had a v ery dif­ 
ferent v iew, claiming great success. He. 
said: 
“ It v ery well may mean that a number 
o f these peo ple are quickly finding jo bs o r 
reassessin g their status as w elfare 
recipients.” 
The pro gram requires able-bo died 


recipients—mo stly unemplo y ed fathers— 
to wo rk o r train fo r jo bs, o r lo se their 
w elfare 
grants. 
W elfare 
rights 
o rganizatio ns o ppo se the pro gram o n the 
gro unds that it is clo se to indentured 
serv itude. 


Republican Go v . Reagan, o n the o ther 
hand, believ es his ex perimental pro ject 
“ can reintro duce the principal o f the wo rk 
ethic to o ur way o f life.” 


Mo re po wer to Reagan! 
Califo rnia already has stemmed a huge 
influx o f welfare recipients, o wing to 
o ther Reagan welfare refo rm measures. 
The state co uld no w lo se tho usands mo re 
thro ugh its “ wo rkfare” pro gram. Other 
states—particularly tho se with high 
benefits—can be ex pected to abso rb the 
ex o dus. 
One go o d way to keep the unemplo y ed 
fathers hard at wo rk w'o uld be thro ugh 
So cial Security . An acco unt o f their 
suppo rt pay ments co uld be kept by So cial 
Security . If they lapsed, the lapse wo uld 
sho w up wherev er they were emplo y ed. 
And autho rities co uld co llect. 
A natio n-wide netwo rk co uld reco v er a 
lo t o f mo ney fo r tax pay ers, as well as 
making 
irrespo nsible fatherho o d less 
attractiv e in the future. 
A Future In Coal 


Sy nthetic gas fro m anthracite co al is 
o nly o ne o f a series o f research pro jects 
po inting to disco v ery o f new uses fo r a 
fuel which is rapidly fo llo wing wo o d into 
disuse as a means o f pro ducing heat o r 
generating po wer. 
Two facto rs peculiar to the co al in- 
dustn’ make the disco v ery o f alternativ e 
uses fo r the mineral ex tremely urgent. 
First is the abundance o f co al reserv es. 
Mo untains o f the substance are av ailable 
fo r the taking, ex ceeding reserv es o f 
alm o st any o ther element. 
The seco nd facto r is mo re impo rtant, 
fro m so cial and eco no mic po ints o f v iew’. 
This is the fact that, with few ex ceptio ns, 
co mmunities where co al is the primary 
so urce o f emplo y ment are amo ng the 
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mo st depressed. 
Witho ut ex ceptio n, states ranking 
highest o n unemplo y ment ro lls are states 
which fo rmerly leaned heav ily upo n co al' 
bitumino us as well as anthracite, fo r a 
majo r part o f their eco no mic activ ity . 
Co mmunity after co mmunity ex ists so lely 
because o f lo cal co al mines, and many o f 
them are liv ing in the past. They will 
co ntinue to do so until the y o unger 
generatio n mo v es away , o r the black 
diam o nd again beco m es a wanted 
eco no mic to o l. 
Co al regio ns may no t again bo o m as 
they did in their hey day , and as lo ng as 
they are studded by o ne-industry to wns 
dependent upo n co al they are no t likely to 
reach av erage lev els o f pro sperity ; but 
co al is still a v aluable and plentiful 
reso urce. 
The deriv ativ e pro ducts no w being 
made fro m co al will be jo ined by many 
o thers in the y ears ahead, as ex panding 
po pulatio n 
makes full utilizatio n o f ail 
reso urces imperativ e. 
So me o f the new uses may pro v ide a 
mo re stable future fo r the mineral than 
co al ev er had as a direct fuel.

visited the Elliott farm southeast of here Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 


Elliott, a good-natured man who is recuperating from a 


near-fatal heart attack last, fall found the ransom money 
in a soybean field Monday. 


The skyjacker who either jumped or fell from (he airline 


he ordered to fly from St. Louis to Toronto early Saturday 
hasnot been found, the FBI said, Agents and Indiana stale 
police have searched near this north central Indiana 


community for four days. 


Agents said a submachine gun used by Ihe skyjacker 


was found in a cornfield about 2'-; miles from the money, 
but there has been no trace of the parachute. 


Fay offered F.lliott. his wife and three daughters an all- 


expenses Irip "anywhere" for Itirning the money over to 
the FBI. 


"He plainly said he couldn't lake a trip and Elliott's wife 


said she wouldn't fly," Fay said, explaining he had 
suggested a Irip to Hawaii. 


The airlines executive said Elliott would be given "a 


monetary gift, there's no question about that." The exact 
amount hinged on a meeting of airline officials in New 
York, he said.

Elliott said. 
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Cheering News For 
Political Fund Raisers 


Last week in a 6-2 decision, with one 


justice abstaining, the Supremo Court 
held the door open to corporations and 
labor unions financing candidates for 
federal office. 


The case came up in St. Louis in a 


criminal 
prosecution 
against 
the 


Pipefitters Local 5R2. Between 1963 and 
1968 the foreman in the 1,200-member 
Local systematically collected $1 million 
for political purposes. One of its 
con- 


tributions was a $60,000 donation to 
Lyndon Johnson's 1964 campaign after he 
had commuted 
a six-year 
extortion 


sentence for Lawrence Callanan, the 
Local's president. The commutation 
served little purpose since Callanan died 
in the course of an appeal to expunge the 
conviction itself. 


A federal district court jury found the 


Local guilty. The appellate court upheld 
the conviction because the record showed 
the men contributed in the belief their 
jobs depended upon so doing. 


The Supreme Court sent the case back 


for a new trial. 


The majority said that the federal 


statutes regulating political contributions 
do not require, as contended by the 
Justice Department, that unions and 
corporations must divest themselves of 


any control over slush funds raised 
through their efforls. 


The only bar, as the majority interprets 


the legislation now on the books, is 
outright pressure on squeezing a 
con- 


tribution from .somebody who does not 
want to part with the money but is afraid 
not to let go of it. 


The statutes under consideration were 


Uie Taft-llartley Act of 1947 and 
the 


Federal Elections Campaign Act of 1971 
which presumably were drafted with the 
thought in banning some of the feisticr 
methods of filling a war chest. 


The majority opinion nullifies that 


purpose by raising a distinction without a' 
difference.

Congress does have a way of writing 


love letters in the sand when it comes to 
the election process, and in a technical 
sense the Court's majority could be 
shedding light on what is not clearly 
expressed. 


Nonetheless, the decision is a setback to 


eliminating or controlling dangerous 
pressure influence. 


First Test Of 'Work/are' 
Draws Only Small Turnout 


California Gov. Ronald Reagan's ad- 


ministration is initiating a "workfare " 
program designed to put able-bodied 
welfare recipients to work. Opponents 
claim it is off to a slow start. But that all 
depends on perspective. 


The program is described by Reagan 


aides as the first of its kind in the nation, 
and they hope it will become a model for 
other states. Eventually, the plan is in- 
tended to become effective in 35 of 
California's 58 counties. The first test last 
week was either a flop, or a big success, 
depending on how one looks at it. 


Nobody knows for sure why only 23 able- 


bodied welfare recipients showed up for 
work and job training assignments the 
first two days when the project was im- 
plemented in Ventura county. Seventy- 
four had been summoned. 


One legal aide attorney denounced the 


program as ''slave labor." The no-shows 
proved, he said, the program is a failure. 


But an aide to Reagan had a very dif- 


ferent view, claiming great success. He. 
said: 


"It very well may mean that a number 


of these people are quickly finding jobs or 
reassessing their status as welfare 
recipients." 


The program requires able-bodied 


recipients—mostly unemployed fathers— 
to work or train for jobs, or lose their 
welfare 
grants. 
Welfare 
rights 


organizations oppose the program on the 
grounds that it is close to indentured 
servitude. 


Republican Gov. Reagan, on the other 


hand, believes his experimental project 
"can reintroduce the principal of the work 
ethic to our way of life." 


More power to Reagan! 
California already lias stemmed a huge 


influx of welfare recipients, owing to 
other Reagan welfare reform measures. 
The state could now lose thousands more 
through its "workfare" program. Other 
states—particularly those with high 
benefits—can be expected to absorb the 
exodus. 


One good way to keep the unemployed 


fathers hard at work would be through 
Social Security. An account of their 
support payments could be kept by Social 
Security. If they lapsed, the lapse would 
show up wherever they were employed. 
And authorities could collect. 


A nation-wide network could recover a 


lot of money for taxpayers, as well as 
making irresponsible fatherhood less 
attractive in the future. 


A Future In Coal 


Synthetic gas from anthracite coal is 


only one of a series of research projects 
pointing to discovery of new uses for a 
fuel which is rapidly following wood into 
disuse as a means of producing heat or 
generating power. 


Two factors peculiar to the coal in- 


dustry make the discovery of alternative 
uses for the mineral extremely urgent. 
P^irst is the abundance of coal reserves. 
Mountains of the substance are available 
for the taking, exceeding reserves of 
almost any other element. 


The second factor is more important, 


from social and economic points of view. 
This is the fact that, with few exceptions, 
communities where coal is the primary 
source of employment are among the 
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most depressed. 


Without .exception, states ranking 


highest on unemployment rolls are states 
which formerly leaned heavily upon coal" 
bituminous as well as anthracite, for a 
major part of their economic activity. 
Community after community exists solely 
because of local coal mines, and many of 
them are living in the past. They will 
continue to do so until the younger 
generation moves away, or the black 
diamond again becomes a wanted 
economic tool. 


Coal regions may not again boom as 


they did in their heyday, and as long as 
they are studded by one-industry towns 
dependent upon coal they are not likely to 
reach average levels of prosperity; but 
coal is still a valuable and 
plentiful 


resource. 


The derivative products now being 


made from coal will be joined by many 
others in the years ahead, as expanding 
population makes full utilization of all 
resources imperative. 


Some of the new uses may provide a 


more stable future for the mineral than 
coal overbad as a direct fuel.

country arc often seen in a 
contusing blur. Neither their 
strengths nor (heir weaknesses 
are understood. 


Uighlnow, look for a moment 


at the Democratic governors. 
They are :!0 in number, and a 
good share of them have been 
very much in the national 
news. 


.Starting long months ago, 


quite a sizable batch encorsed 
fho presidential candidacy of 
Sen. Edmund Muskio. In that 
period, the general reaction of 
public figures and observers 
was that this was a con- 
siderables coup, though some 
people felt the endorsement 
tactic reached beyond the point 
of overkill. 


When Democratic party 


primary voting began and 
Wuskie turned up a loser, the 
judgment was quick.

Home-Made Plane Needs More Horsepower

WATERVLIET-Richard 


A. Pumfery of 449 Red Arrow 
highway, calls flying his 
hobby, and last winter he

airplane 
from a sel of 


magazine plans. 


The small, single-engine, 


open-cockpil plane, called 
Tennie Two and powered by 
a 53-horsepower Volkswagen 
engine, was 
finally com- 


pleted. 


All was reported to have 


gone well during take-off and 
landing tests, during the past, 
month at Watervliet airport. 


However, the latest test on

that the craft needs a larger 
engine. He said the plane can 
be fixed. 


Pumfery, 42, said he has 


held a pilot's license since 
1953, quickly adding that this 
was his first crash landing. 
Pumfery said lie built the 
plane from a set of Popular 
Mechanics plans, with his 
brother- 
in-law, 
Terry 


Mitchell of Coloma. 


According to Pumfery, he 


took off from the airport at 7 
a.m., intending only to lift off 
the ground and land again. 
For some reason, Pumfery 
said, the plane quickly 
gained loo much altitude, up 
to about 100 feet. 


"I tried to circle back, but 


didn't have enough hor- 
sepower," he said. Pumfery 
thought he would have been 
all 
right, if the plane's 


gasoline tank wasn't full. "I 
think it gave me too much 
•weight." 


Not being able to turn 


back, the plane traveled over 
the Paw Paw river and C & O 
tracks, east of Walervliet. "I 
saw the high school go by 
and headed for the nearest 
open space, because I was 
losing altitude now," the 
pilot commented. 


The corn field was just 


south of Red Arrow highway, 
on the farm of Leon Hent- 
schel. Pumfery wished later 
that the field were grass, 
instead of the muddy earth 
that caused the front end to 
flip forward. 


Co-builder 
Mitchell, 


meanwhile, was 
waiting 


back at the airport, getting 
really worried, because the 
plane was supposed to just 
take off and land, and not 
soar upwards and out of 
sight. 


Pumfery quickly walked to 


the highway and hitched a 
ride back to (he airport. 
Pumfery said he notified 
Berrien sheriff's officers and 
Federal Aeronautics ad- 
ministration officials. 


As to the magazine plans, 


Pumfery said ihey called for 
an engine anywhere from 
just under 50 to 65 hor- 
sepower. The 
difference 


apparently hinges on weight 
carried. Pumfery said the 
next engine will be larger. 


As to the PAA, Pumfery 


said the agency only last 
Friday gave approval to 
basic construction. 


"Whether the plane will 


takeoff and fly is up to you,"

Budget Deficit 


State House, Senate Lottery Views Differ 
Far Apart 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - In 


its rush to write a state pay- 
check before summer adjourn- 
ment, the Michigan Legislature 
is juggling a tentative budget 
with a potential deficit ranging 
from $20.6 million to $42.5 mil- 
lion. 


The difference in the two 


deficit estimates appears to re- 
flect contradictory assump- 
tions in the House and Senate 
about prospects for putting a 
state lottery into effect this 
year. 
"Sen. Charles 0. Zollar, R- 
Benton Hav'^or, Senate Appro- 


priations chief, said Tuesday 
the new budget for the fiscal 
year 
starting 
Saturday 


amounts to $2.33 billion, or 
about $65 million more than 
Gov. 
William 
Milliken 


recommended early 
in the 


year. 


Zollar placed estimated po- 


tential revenues at $23.31 bil- 
lion, or $20.69 million under 
total spending, but said a lot- 


tery would account for some 
S20 million of the income. 


In the House, a different set 


of figures showed the legisla- 


ture dealing with $2.32 billion 
worth of spending and only 
S2.28 billion in likely revenue. 


With lottery legislation still 


snarled in eonsiderale con- 
troversy, House bookkeepers 
have not begun to count on 
making money from quick 
enactment and establishment 
of a drawing later this fall. 


Although final settlement of 


the annual budget battle re- 
mained in limbo—"about like 
the fifth inning of a ball game," 
one observer commented— 
both houses appeared to be 


rapidly pressing for set- 
tlement. 


The House today was to begin 


morning debate on a huge, $1.14 
billion school aid bill that is 
more than $26 million above 
both Millikcn's recommenda- 
tion and the Senate's approved 
sum. 


Basic allocations would be 


$717 and $644 per child, depend- 


ing on deductions for the tax 
base of local school districts. 


The Senate Tuesday

three bills to Milliken.
